For the most part, this is a resort area — with 
beach front, summer bungalows, boardwalk, 
and sea-food restaurants. There is, however, 
a large year-round population, the area 
around Brighton Beach Avenue being densely 
populated. Population increased 44 per cent 
between 1930 and 1940.
